Walker urges

Mr Peter Walker, Secretary of

The study of 2.700 smokers, 
carried out by the Office of 
Population Censuses and Sur- 
veys, argues that the old theory 
that smoking is addictive no 
longer stands up. 

Many former smokers may 
relapse and start smoking again. 
But one in five has successfully 
given up in the past decade, and 
The power of nicotine to 
produce dependence “cannot 
have mysteriously lessened", Dr 
Alan Marsh, the social psychol- 
ogist who carried out the

instead. he argues, most 
smokers start in their teens, 
using cigarettes 1o control 
teenage pgaucheness sa their 
moods swing from depression 
to euphoria. Those who do not 
start smoking grow up. and 
learn to control their moods. 

But the smokers come to 
believe that they need cigarettes 
to cope. Smoking is thus a 
“tearnt” dependence, rather 
than an addiction. Analysis of 
smokers’ attitudes in the survey 
suggests, however, thal it is a 
dependence that can cqually 
well be “unlearnt", 

Deciding to give up smoking 
or carry on, lhe survey shows, is 
a rational choice that smokers 
periodically review. 

That means that anything 
which changes smokers atti- 
tudes — believing that giving up 
will improve their health, leave 
therm better off, or offend fewer 
people, for example — is likely to 
lead to more smokers trying to 
give up.

‘relatively iew ‘company, started 
by a group of executives from 
Thorn-EMI. Having convinced 
themselves of the potential of 
Wisard, ÇRS raised more than 
£100,000 in venture capital 1o 
re-engineer the. prototype into 
production form, transforming 
it from the size of two filing 


` cabinets into a neat 19 x I0 x 


20-inch box. 
So far, the history of Wisard 
is almost a copybook example 


of what everyone . is agreed 
should happen. Here was an 
exciting British reşeach project, 


carried through thanks to the . 


farsighted sı ا‎ of the De- 
partment of Education and 
Science, which, via the SERC, 
provided £220,000 to fund 
Wisard and its predecessors. 
Having rcached the point at 
which commercial cxploitation 
became feasible. the work was 
licensed by the Deparlment of 
Trade ard Industry through 
BTG.

knew that far-reaching changes 
were imminent - 

Some six months carlier the 
Commitice on Advanced Infor- 
mation Technology chaired by 
John Alvey. British Telccom’s 
Senior Technology Director. 
had proposcd an ambitious 
five-year programme of re- 
search in the shape of .a 
collaborative effort by industry, 
government and universities 10: 
mcct the challenge presenied by 
Japan's “Fifth Generation Pro- 
gramme", designed lo catapult 
1hem 1o world leadership in 
information technology by the 
1990s. 

I11 was not dificult 10 predict 
1hat the Japanese challenge. 
would be met and matched by 
ihc United States and in such a 
battle British industry could be 
an early casualty. The vital 
factor in meeting this challenge 
was the organization. funding 
and direction of research ~ the 
vital raw malerial without 
which nothing can succeed. 


The Govemment acccplcd 
ihe report and set up the Alvey 
Directorate within the DTI with 
a, £350m budget, of which 
£300m is to be spent in 
industry. The Dcpartment of 
Indusiry and the Ministry of 
Defence will provide £150m 
which will be matched by the 
pariicipating firms. The remain- 
Ing £50m will come entirely 
Irom ıhe Government and will 
go to the universities. 

These funding arrangements, 
coupled with the directorates 
emphasis on collaboration 
betwecn industry and univer- 
sities, cifectively mean that the 
involvement of onc or more of 
the large companies is required 
bctorec any .major rescarch 
prajcct can secure Alvey sup- 
port. 


Race against time for a princely prize 


The romance of ihe 1745 
Rebellion still echoes down the 
centuries, the daring bid by the 
handsome young Prince Charles 
Edward Siuart to’ wrest 1he 
crowns of Scotland and England 
from his distant cousins of the 
House of Hanover. His lack of 
support south of the border 
dvomed the campaign to failure 
but it was at the batilc of 
Culloden. necar Inverness, that 
he sustaincd the final crushing 
defeat and had to fly for his life. 


The young prince's baggage 
wagon, according to a contem- 
porarı' account. was left “on the 
high road abandoned by every 
' perso” while still containing 
priceless f dress and 
silver plate. A ravishing liıulie 
silver casket containing silver- 

gilt beakers. knives. forks and 
Sher implements for a picnic’is 
believed to have bcen found 
among the baggage by the Duke 
of Cumberland. commander of 
the British forces, and given by 
him later in the day to his aide- 
de-camp, Viscount Bury.

“mental image” of the features 
which enables it to recognize 
them again, even if they are 
scen from an unfamiliar angle 
or with a differcnı expression.

tion given to the machine is 
applied by pressing a “tcach” 
button which causes il to 
“learn” the image presenicd lo 
il. 

As aulomalion advances in 
faciories and olfices there will 
be a growing need for machines 
with Wisard-like skills. 

Since 1979 compantcs ınciu- 
ding Barclays Bank and Glaxo 
have been sending their own 
experts lo work with the Bruncl 
.1cam to see if they could use the 
new tcchniques. but like all 
academic rescarchcers whose 
work was funded by the Science 
and Enginccring ْRescarch 
Council. Professor 4leksander 
was nat Irce to dispose of the 
results, Uilnul Mrs Thatcher 
announced a change in the rules 
a ycar ago. the Brıush Tech- 
nology Group (BTG) had the 
exclusive righl to license the 
conımercial exploitation of such 
publicly funded rescarch. 


To see the wonderful Wizard of 
Oz, Dorothy followed the 
yellow brick road 1o Emcrald 
Cily. The Uxbridge Road is less 
romantic and the bleak concrete 
campus of Brunel Univerşity 
less cxotic, but the privileged 
visitor who presses on to 
journcy’s end will meet a very 
remarkable wizard indeed. 

This wizard, more properly, 
WISŞARD - an acronym for 
Wilkie, Stonham and Aleksand- 
cr's Recognition Device — is a 
machine built out of elementş 
with logical funclions equiva- 
lent to those of nerve cells, or 
neurons. In pure rescarch it will 
be invaluable in finding out 
more about our own brains. In a 
warld where there is an 
increasing demand for ma- 
chines whıch can take over 
1asks previously performed by 
people, il will find many 
practical uses. These range from 
robot vision systems to specçch- 
driven word-processors. 

The idea of such a machine — 
an artificial neural net — had: 
intrigued mathcıraticians .and ` 


engineers for the past 35 years, . 


hut the difficulty was that there’ 
scemed 1o0 be no practical 
means of constructing large 
numbers of artificial neurons. 
The answer was spotled in the 
mid-1960s by Igor Aleksander, 
then a lecturer. in his 20s at 
Queen Mary College. London. 
Arüficial neurons, he rea- 
lized. werc already available in 
1he shape of the RAM (Random 
Access  Mcmory}) clements 
which provide a computer's 
clectronic memory. If RAMs 
were connected to an input, and 
10 each other in a certain way, 
they would perform logical 
functions similar to ncurons.

MH 1ook some 15 years of 
patient research and experiment 
before Professor Alcksander, 
who had by then moved via the 
University of Kent to the chair 
of clectrical cngincering al 
Bruncl, was able 10 translate his 
idea into practice. The main 
cause of the long delay was that 
it was only fairly recently thal 
1he silicon revolution advanced 
to the point at which RAM 
vhips became available “olf the 
shelf” at a price which made it 
itasible to build a machine like 
Wisard which contains iens of 
thousands of them. Therefore it 
was 1979 beforc Professor 
Aleksander could start work on 
Wisard itself with the help of 


his colleague. Tom Stonham, 


and Bruce Wilkie, who was 
hrought in 10 cengincer the 
machine. 

Wisard amply fulfilled expec- 
tations, A mcasurc of iis talents 
can be gained from one of its 
“party Iricks" which il per» 
formed at a recenl Royal 
Sociely conference.

From the Chief Exceuive of English 
History 

Sir, In his letter (The Tinres, October 
13} Mr Tim Tatton-Brown. asks why

Maiden Castle is one of the most 
impressive hillforts in Britain and in 
the care of English Heritage.

This fixed target has now been 
abandoned by Government. What 
are the implications for nationa! 
policy on coal outpul? 

Pre-strike levels of output from 
both deep mines and opencast 
operations bave led {O vast over- 
stocking. Opencast mincs cannit 
supply all' of our necds for coal. 
Deep mines could supply all of our 
needs but in the words of Sir Derek 
Ezra, as chairman of the NCB tn 
1978, “the fact is that all our extra 
(deep mine production) is marginal 
becausc we arc a fixcd cost inĞus!r; 
and therfore every exira 1on 1: 
virtually a bonus”. 

In short, in a period of excess 
capacity. bearing in mind thr 
environmental costs of opencasl 
mining and the valle of suc 
accessible Coal as a sirategic reser 2. 
it is madness to allow a high level (f 
opencast mining, be it privately or 
publicly owned, to compete with 
deep mines. be they privately 
publicly owned.

Washington State. incidentally, has 
bolh a Conservation Corps and a 
Service Corps tackling human 
needs. 

Fourth, the quality of leadership.

Corps iS a Princeton graduate, with a 
PhD in education. two years of 
service in the Peace Corps in Iran: 
he has earned his tiving at one time 
as a plumber and at weekends

Fifth, recognition that the natural

The best thing about Eng- 
1and"s World Cup victory over 
moderate Finland was mot so 
much the emergence of Mark 
Hateley as an old-fashioned 
English centre forward genv- 
inely capable of frightening even 
ihe better foreign defences, but 
that fîve goals were scored and 
the television screens were 
blank. The worst thing is that 
the next opportunity to entice a 
neniy cathusiastic public back 
to Wembley is mot for five 
months, Brazil having been 
invited for a friendly or March 
If it were November, 
curiosity would fill the house. 

Yet before you hurry to dial 
your travel agent or bookmaker 
to inquire about 1986 prices for 
Mexico - long, 1 suspect, on 
both counts — it is worth 
reflecting that one Finnish scalp 
on an October cvening does not 
make Bobby Robson an immi- 
nent English version of Zapata, 
in the midday san of Guadaiaja- 
ra. Let us be grateful merely for 
an encouraging start in which 
the promise shown against East 
Germany was handsomely con- 
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` firmed, and should continue 
` against Turkey next month. 


What Robson should bear in 
mind about Miexto is that the 
conditions of altitude and 
extreme heat — it was 97deg 
when England kicked off at 
midday against West Germany 
in that fateful quarter-final in 
Leon — impose factors which 
alter the character of the game.
